reported by the selectmen, 58—boys 80, girls 28 ; number of dif- 
ferent scholars in actual attendance as reported by the teachers, 
54—boys 28, girls 26; number of children between the ages of 
five and fifteen years not attending any school, 4; average daily 
attendance in all the schools, 44 ; largest. number of scholars in 
any school 19, smallest 8; number of tardy marks, 218 number 
of days of non-attendance, including both ‘“ non-membership”’
